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GENERAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Our efforts during the past year to secure satisfactory 
teachers and maintain creditable schools,seem to have met 
with the general approval of our citizens. 

Most of our teachers have worked faithfully and hon- 
estly, and some enthusiasticly, for the progress of the pupils 
in their charge. Cases of marked failure on the part of 
teachers, or of serious complaint on the part of parents, 
have been very few. 

Thirty weeks of school have been provided in every 
division where sufficient pupils could be gathered to make 
the work profitable. ‘This, we believe, has never before 
been accomplished during the past history of this town. 

Recent legislation by the state has made it possible for 
this town to secure expert supervision for its schools, at a 
very noderate cost, provided the codperation of some adjoin- 
ing towns can be secured. ‘The question whether this town 
will make an effort to secure the advantages of this legis- 
lation will be presented for the consideration of the voters 
at our coming school meeting.

In regard to the matter of repairs to our schoolhouses, 
we would say that the North Contoocook house has been 
painted inside, and the plastering repaired. The house on 
the Jewett Road has received a new coat of shingles; the 
one at Emerson Hill has been painted both upon the inside 
and outside; and the house at Stumpfield has been painted 
upon the inside. The underpinning of the house at Clem- 
ent’s has been repaired in a substantial manner, and several 
other cases of needed repairs have received attention. 

There are now three houses that will soon need reshing!l- 
ing,—one at Clement’s Hill, one at West Hopkinton, and 
one on the South Road. The plastering in the house on 
the Jewett Road, and in the one at Clement’s Hill, is in a 
very bad condition, and will either have to be entirely 
renewed or extensively repaired. 

We suggest that, as usual, something be raised for 
special repairs for the coming year.
